A special board composed of three postal 
4nspectors is conducting an_ investigation

The members of the special board are 
W. W. Dickson, inspector of the Philadel- 
phia division; W. J. Vickrey, inspector of 
the Cincinnati) division, and W. 8. Mayer, 
an inspector attached to the Chicago divi- 
sion. ; 

They arrived in St. Louis last Thursday 
and engaged a suite of rooms at the Plant- 
ers’. Room 512 was devoted to the secret 
work of examining witnesses, and the in- 
vestigation was conducted very quietly, the 
hotel attaches not even having an inkling 
of the nature of the business which call" 
witnesses to the room in question.

Postmaster Baumhoff declined to speak 
concerning the charges against him, stat- 
ing that he had not spoken of it before and 
there was no reason to do so now. 

Inspector George A. Dice of the St. Touts 
division also refused to discuss the in- 
vestigation, but admitted it was in prog- 
ress. 

Charges against Postmaster Baumhoff are 
gaid to have been drawn up and forwarded 
to President Roosevelt about ‘six months 
ago. Two months ago the persons behind 
the charges are said to have brought the 
matter to the attention of the postmaster- 
general, and a reply was received ‘Aating 
the investigation would be ordered. 

Postmaster Baumhoff is charged with em- 
ploying men for his private service whom 
he carried on the government payroll. Sev- 
eral women are also sald to have formally 
complained of his conduct to certain post- 
office employes.

: EAL---FINDS 50 PER

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She Sat on a Stool and De- 
voured Pie as All Around 
Her Did-Ice Cream Also 


a Prominent F'actor.

Fifty per cent pie, 25 per cent hurry, 15 
per cent ice cream, 10 per cent other# 
things—mostly scrambled eggs, chocolate 
pudding and stewed chicken. That’s what 
a man’s lunch is here in St. Louis. 

How do I know? The only way, ex- 
perience. Y ate in a men’s lunchroom 
Tuesday at noon. 

It was the regulation men's lunchery 
with a counter standing about a rectangu- 
lar-ehaped place that looked like a nicely 
constructed pen. ‘Those who ate sat,upon 
stools that turned. Not a woman was in 
the place except the ashier. 

I was scarcely inside the place until 
the hurry atmosphere claimed me for its 
own. Like every one else I husried down 
the aisle. I picked up the bill of fare ina 
hurry. I ordered chicken broth in a hurry, 
and 1 burnt my tongue in the same hurry. 
That brought me to my senses, and I re- 
membered to take my time. ’ 

That wasn't easy. The waiters dashed 
about inside the big pen. They rushed 
dishes around. ‘They screamed orders in 
high yoices. The dishwashers slid about 
the floor, tak!ng solled dishes out of the re- 
ceptacles underneath the counter and re- 
placing them with clean ores. The cocks— 
they, too, were inside the pen in full view 
of us who ate—mixed ingredients quickly 
and stirred things at lightning speed. 
Hungry men came in as if everything would 
be gone if they didn’t strain each muscle. 
They sat down and snatched up the bill of 
fare as if it were good to eat. 


Two Napkins as 
a Mark of Honor. 

The waiters gave me two napkins, one 
for my table-cloth and ona for a napkin. 
That was what I received for being an un- 
usual guest. The men were given but one 
napkin apiece. They ate from the bare 
counter. Don't ask me how they ate. Some 
performed that act as they should; others— 
well, just remember that I mentioned a pen 
a moment ago. There were reasons for my 


thinking of such a comparison. 

Perhaps they ate that way because they 
were in a hurry. They were men with out- 
ward evidences of good breeding and I 
fancy that at a dinner table they might 
be most deliberate and polite. They weren't 
rude in the lunch room to any one except 
themselves. 

I told you about the hurry first tWecause 
I wanted to talk of pie and ice cream to- 

ether. That’s what the man next to me 
nad for lunch. Not another thing except 
a glass of water. What do you think of 
that as a sample of the substantial things 
men eat? I saw a girl eat pie and drink 
ice-cream soda for her lunch one day and 
I called her a fool. But when a man trifies 
with his digestion after such a fashion my 
vocabulary is too Mmited. 

The. man on the other side ate toast and 
drank coffee. It might have been his break- 
fast time, although it was after noon. He 
was the only man in the place within my 
observation that didn't order pie. Chocolate 
ple and scrambled eggs, pumpkin pile and 
chicken stew, apple pie and a ham sand- 
wich, cocoanut pie and a small glass of 
milk, cranberry pile and cider, lemon pie and 
ice cream, were some of the combinations. 

The last one was my order. I wanted 
to see what a man’s lunch tasted like. 
I wish now that I wasn’t so fond of experi- 
mentation. I saw that lemon pie with its 
beautiful orange color and its top of 
browned icing when I should have been 
gently sleeping. 

{ had eaten other things besides the pie, 
the ice cream and the chicken broth. | 
ate twice as much as any man there. When 
l was through I was still hungry. 

Perhaps it was because the hungry men 
kept coming and eating such snatches of 
meals that throush sympathy I contracted 
their hunger. Perhaps it was because |! 
wanted to do something to keep up with’ 
the eternal action of the place. No one 
talked except the waiters when they gave 
orders and the men when they ordered 
their luncheon. 

The waiters talked loud, the men spoke 
in subdued voices as if they were afraid 
someone would know what they were talk- 
ing about. 


Read While They 
Used Their Toothpicks. 

When the men finished their meals they 
usually walked down and took a glance at 
the noon papers which were pinned on 
the wall. -On the same wall were the mar- 
ket quotations. These the men read while 
they used their toothpicks. : 

Not a moment was wasted. Some mén 
looked over figures between orders. When 
my meal was over I was so tired that I 
had to go somewhere and rest. The high 
stool without any back was too tire- 
some, 

How in the name of common sense a 
person can live through noon hours like 
this every day In the week is yond me. 
Perhaps it is part of men’s lives to be as 
busy as ail that. Perhaps they don't dare 
to let the tension run down for fear it 
won't start again. Perhaps they wind 
their nerves up in the morning and they 
run all day without stopping. 

Once when | was being taught diplomacy 
I was told “Always ask a favor of a man 
after the noon hour.”” That teacher never 
saw the St. louis lunch room of which 
I write 

He knew nothing ‘of the pis, ice cream, 
hurry and other things—mostly ecrambled 
exgs, chocolate pudding and _ stewed 


chicken.

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STEERS MAY BOM 
VE WITH A SMILE 


LAUGHING GAS TO BE USED IN 
CHICAGO SHAMBLES. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, -Nov. 13.—Henceforth there is 
to be no glumness in the minds of steers, 
sheep and hogs marked for death in the 
Slaughtering rooms at the stockyards, if 
the plans of a Chicago man dnd favor 
with the magnates of packingtown. Laugh- 
ing gas is to rob death of its pangs and 


hilarious animals will cavort down the 
runways to meet the deadly knife. Samuel! 
Fox of Summerdale, former editor, now 
scholar, author, machinist, scientist and in- 
Ventor, has devised a system by which 
doomed animals, first dazzled by a glare of 
electric lights, are to poke their muzzles 
into a bag of laughing gas—nitrous oxide, 
as science has it—breathe deeply of the 
fumes, and get a’ last mirthful moment be- 
fore big, red armed men slash them across 
the throat. with their long knives. Mr. Fox 
takes pride in the reflection that the idea 
is distinctively of Chicago and for Chi- 
cago. 

Sarah Bernhardt furnished some of the 
inspiration for Mr. Fox's plan, though he 
admits that he had a more humane system 
than the present one in mind for years be- 
fore the divine Sarah ever saw the stock- 
yards. The great actress wanted the pack- 
ers to use chloroform. This was a good 
idea as a starter, Mr. Fox thinks, but it 
would be expensive and slow—and_ there 
wouldn't be any fun in it for the hapless 
steer or sneep. So he hit on laughing gas 
as calculated to give livestock a cheap, 
quick and joliy send-off. P 

“The essential features of my plan,’’ he 
said, “are means of getting the animals 
into the place where the gas is to be ad- 
ministered, and then a device by which 
they will readily submit to the fumes. in 
the first place, there will be a runway, as 
at present, but instead of leading directly 
to the slaughterers it will lead to a turn- 
table. This’ will be provided with numer- 
ous exits, each leading into an asphyxiat- 
ing room. On a circular platform inside 
the turntable men will stand armed with 
goads by which they will direct the animal 
into chutes leading to the place where the 
gas is to be administered. 

“Suppose the animal to be a steer. It 
will be sent from the turntable into a small 
room filled with strong electric lights. It 
will be dazzled by the glare. After a few 
moments the lights will turned off. This 
will confuse the animal still more. The 
side walls of the room will be drawn to- 
gether by a special device which I have in 
mind, a right in front of the steer will 
be a small gpening through which it will 
stick its hand. £ man concealed there 
will place over the steer’s head a tight-fit- 
ting rubber bag, into one end of wh ch the 
laughing :gas will be led by means of a 
rubber tube frgm the big tank of gas pre- 
viously prepared.

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Head of Sect Advises Healers to Re- 
port All Infectious Diseases to 
Health Authorities and to 
Accept Vaccination. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, ,Nov. 13.+Hereafter, if Chris- 
tian Scientists adhere to the directions of 
Mrs. Mary Baker G. Eddy, they will re- 
frain from attempting to treat any case 
of contagious or infectious disease which 
may be presented for their ministration. 

In an editorial, printed in the current 
number of the Christian Science Sentinel, 
the official organ of the scientists, Mrs. 
Eddy is quoted as follows: . 

“Until the public thought becomes better 
acquainted with Christian Science, the 
Christian Scientists shall decline to doctor 
infectious or contagious ‘diseases.”’ 

In the same editorial Mrs. Eddy says: 

‘On,-the subject of reporting contagion 
I have this to say: I have always believed 
that Christian Scientists should be law- 
abiding; and, actuated by this conviction, 
I authorized the following statement about 
one year ago: . 

‘‘Rather than quarrel over vaccination I 
recommend that, if the law demand that 
an individual submit to this process, he 
obey the law, and then appeal to the ggs- 
pel to save him from any bad results. 

‘“‘Whatever changes belong to this cen- 
tury. or any epoch, we may safely submit 
to the providence of God, to common jus- 
tice, individual rights and: governmental 
usages. 

“This statement should be inferpreted as 
to apply, on the basis of Christfan Science, 
to the reporting of contagion to the proper 
authorities when the laws so require.’’
